Disaster Takes Place Off Cape 
Palos on Mediterranean 
Coast of Spain,

ABTA( i EXA, Spain, Aug. 6.— A 
terrible marine disaster occurred 
last evening on (.'ape Pnlos. 
The Italian steamship Sirio from 
Genoa for Barcelona, Cadiz, Montevideo 
and Bucnqs Ayres, with about 800 per- 
sons on hoard, was wrecked off Hormi- 
gus island. 

Three hundred emigrants, most, of 
them Italians and Spaniards, were 
drowned. 

The captain of the steamer committed 
suicide. 

The Bishop of Sao Paulo, Brazil, also 
was lost, and it is reported that another 
bishop is among the missing. 

The remainder of the passengers and 
the officers and crew got away in the 
ship's boats or were rescued by means 
of boats sent to them from shore. 

A number of fishermen who made at- 
tempts at rescue were drowned. 

Those Rescued 
from the vessel are now at Cape Palos 
in a pitiable condition, being without 
food or clothing. 

The Sirio struck a rocky reef, known 
Bajos Hermigas and sank soon 
stern first. Hormigas island lie 



passengers were Italians and the remain- 
der Spaniards. 

The survivors have been landed at 
Cape Palos. The inhabitants 'at once 
provided them with clothing and nour- 
ishment. Thirty were landed at Hor- 
migas island, about one mile from the 
scene of the tragedy. 

Fishermen brought in the news of the 
foundering id' the Sirio, and it created 
consternation here. Boat loads of the 
shipwrecked passengers and crew began 
to reach shore shortly after the news 
became known. 

Considered a Total Loss 

Cartagena, Spain, Aug. (h— The Sirio 
is considered lo be a total loss. 

A number of bodies of the drowned 
were buried today. 

'Ten passengers died after being 
brought ashore. The survivors say the 

Sirio sank with extrc rapidity. Many 

of the passengers were on deck as the 
steamer disappeared. The boats were 
so overcrowded Ilia I a number id' thorn 
immediately capsized, tin-owing their oc- 
cupants into the water. 

Quantities of food ami clothing for 
the survivors are arriving here from all 
parts of the country. 

A public subscription started for the 
relief of the destitute passengers has 
already reached a large sum. The sur- 
vivors are quartered in the theatres, 
hospitals and clubs.

The survivors have gone into camp 
on the main square id' the town at Cape 
Palos.

The council of workmen's deputies 
which met at Teriakio, Finland, contin- 
ued its session until a late hour yester- 
day morning. The deputies were so in- 
censed at the timidity displayed bv tho 
railroad men that they decided to reson, 
if necessary, to the blowing up of 
bridges and the destruction of the road 
beds, etc., to bring the transportation 
service to a standstill. The telegraph- 
ers thus far have been appealed to in 
vain. The final meeting of the council 
still is being held at 1 :,'I0 this morning. 

Tlie first break in the ranks of the 
St. Petersburg strikers occurred yester- 
day, when the printers decided to return 
• o work. The employees of several 
street car lines and river ferries liavo 
resumed work. 

Rain Prevents Disorders 

A steady downpour of rain all day- 
long prevented the open air gatherings 
scheduled for the day in St. Petersburg 
nud tho consequent possibility of colli- 
sions and disorders. The day was with- 
out incident. There was a large num- 
ber of drunken men among the soldiers. 
Telegrams from the interior throw little 
light on the manner in which the coun- 
try may be expected to respond to tin; 
duy's call for a strike. There has been 
no cessation in the number of robbci'ies 
and murders in the interior. 

The government attaches much impor- 
tance to the declaration of the Poles in 
the Minsk congress against the prin- 
ciple of expropriation and in favor of! 
acquiescing in the declaration of tho 
lower house and preparing for new elec- 
tions. 'Phis action is regarded in ad- 
ministrative circles ns almost equal to 
the withdrawal of the propertied classes 
of Polund from the revolutionist move- 
ment. 

The Xovoe Vrcmyn, which is the only 
newspaper appearing except in dodger 
form, devoted to a large portion of its 
space this morning to an article prophe- 
sying war between Japan and the Unit- 
ed States and predicting a sure and 
speedy victory for Japan, the seizure of! 
the Philippines and Hawaii and the oc- 
cupation by the Japanese of California.

Will Submit By-Law to the Rate- 
payers for Improvement 
of Elk Lake, 



PLAN TO BORROW SUM OF $200,000 



Matter Decided at Protracted 
Mestin? of the Aldermen 
Last Evening. 



The city council last evening decided 
to submit a bylaw to the ratepayers to 
borrow $200,000 for the purpose of im- 
proving the present water works system. 
The session has a very protracted one 
and it was not till after 11 o'clock that 
the question was finally decided on. The 
decision is witli one or two amendments 
the adoption of the report submitted to 
the council at the lasi meeting by the 
water committee which was as follows: 

1. For the purchase of a pump 

and boiler and the erection 
of building and instalment 
of said pump and boiler 
therein at the lake, same to 
be connected with the 12- 
iuch main, which we believe 
will double tile capacity of 
said main and materially 
increase and constantly 
maintain a good and suffi- 
cient pressure for all rea- 
sonable purposes .? S.000 

2. For the purchase and install- 

ing of 3,400 meters 
throughout the city -10,000 

3. For ascertaining the flow of 

water during the winter 
months from" the Highlands 
watershed 1,000 

•1. For redistribution, this being 
necessary no matter what 
plan or scheme of improve- 
ment is adopted 117,000 

5. For a high level water tank 
situate somewhere ou Itoek- 
laiid avenue. ridge or other 
suitable site 15,000 

0. For sundry expenditure in 

connection witli the above, 
which cannot be estimated 
at present, say 111,000 

Total $200,000 

After considerable debate at which 
nothing important was brought out the 
following motion was moved by Aid. 
Davcy, seconded by Aid. Yates: 

Thai the proposal of the water com- 
mittee to instal a pump at Beaver lake 
for the purpose ot accelerating the How 
of water into the city through the 12- 
iuch main be referred to the city en- 
gineer and water commissioner for re- 
port: 

1. Whether the proposition is practica- 
ble from an engineering standpoint. 

2. The estimated quantity of water that 
would thereby be delivered in tile 
city in addition to the present sup- 
ply. , 

3. To what extent such additional 
quantity will be needed to meet pres- 
ent requirements. 

4. The estimated cost of the instalation 
of such a pump with necessary build- 
ings complete. 

5. The estimated cost of the annual 
maintenance of such a pump. 

There was then a very lengthy debate 
on the water proposition in all iis 
phases, which pressure on space pre- 
vents giving, but on a vote being called 
on the amendment it was lost; Aids. 
Davey, (Joodacre and Vales and His 
Worship voting in the affirmative and 
Aids. Stewart, Fell, Hall, Douglas. Ful- 
lertou and Vincent in the negative. 

Aid. Davey moved that the report 
of the committee be considered clause by 
clause. 

This wus seconded by Aid. Yates, Aid 
Fllllerton claimed that it was not ac- 
cording to rules. 

His Worship — If you want the ques- 
tion rushed through I will put it. 

Aid. Stewart — I am not opposed to 
discussing the question, but 1 do object 
to the remark that we are rushing the 
matter through. 

It was decided to discuss the report 
serial inn. 

Clause one was adopted. 

The clause dealing with meters 
caused considerable discusnion. 

Aid. Vincent wished to reduce the 
amount to $10,000 and Aid. Davey 
wished to have it cut out altogether. 

Aid. Hall said if they were going to 
meter one section of the city, every sec- 
tion should have them. 

Clause 2 was also passed. 

Clause 3 passed without discussion. 

On the redistribution, Aid. Vincent 
moved that this lie altered to cover the 
cost of putting down iron instead of 
wood pipe, which would cost about ?4,">,- 
000 extra. lie staled that wood pipes 
was only experimental and Victoria was 
not in a position to experiment.

Aid. Vincent was not in favor of 
wood pipe, and read from clippings 
lo show the wood pipe was not prov- 
ing satisfactory. Continuing, he said 
thai they knew how long iron pipe 
would hist. 

Aid. Stewart was not ill favor of 
having wood in the centre of the ctly. 

Aid. Vinconl withdrew his lirst 
amendment and moved that the vole 



for distribution be increased to $100, 
000. 

This was seconded by Aid. Yates. 

The amendment was lost, Aid. Vin- 
cent, Davey, Yates and Goodnere vot- 
ing in the affirmative, and His Wor- 
ship, Aid. Stewart, Fell, Hall, Doug 
las and Fullerton in the negative. Tl^ 
original clause was adopted on I In 
same division. 

The amount for sundry expenses was 
raised $10,000, bringing the total to 
$200,000. 

The vote on the adoption of the re 
port as amended was then taken and 
resulted as follows: Ayes— 'Aid.

Aid. Vincent desired it to be under- 
stood that although lie voted for ,Ute 
adoption nf the report; he was op- 
posed to wood pipes.

Prominent Figure in Industrial 
and Political Life of B. C. 
Has Passed Away. 



RESIDED HERE FOF SIXTEEN YEARS 



Came of Noted Family—Sketch 
of His Busy and Active 
Career. 



The death occurred at Inglewood, 
Parkston, Dorset, Eng., on Tuesday 
last, at the ripe age of 7G years, of 
Lieut. -Col. Hon. James Baker, for- 
merly provincial secretary, minister of 
education and immigration, minister of 
♦nines and clerk of the executive coun- 
cil In Hon. J. H. Turner's administra- 
tion In British Columbia, • deceased 
having- spent sixteen years of an active 
career here. Deatli was due to heart 
failure. V. Hyde Baker, his son, who 
with his brother and father came to 
British Columbia In 1884, was a mem- 
ber of the Cranbrook city council, 
which adjourned as a mark of respect 
to the former prominent British Co- 
lumbian, when his son received a 
cablegram conveying the sad intelli- 
gence. The funeral took place on 
Thursday. 

Lord Cobham and V. H. Baker, who 
has loft Cranbrook with his wife for 
England, are named, it is reported, as 
executors of the will. 

At Cranbrook, which town was 
founded by Col. Baker, Hags were half- 
masted to mourn the death of the man 
who had done so much for East Koot- 
enay, which district he so long repre- 
sented In the British Columbia legis- 
lature. - 

Col. Baker was associated with AVI1- 
liam Fernie In the discovery and de- 
velopment of the Crow's Nest coal 
areas, and to his persistency in exploit- 
ing these areas may be attributed the 
primary cause of the construction of 
the Crow's Nest branch of the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway, or, as It was 
formerly called, (he British Columbia 
Southern Railway. , . 

Prominont Figure in B. C. 

Col. Baker occupied many ohices of 
Importance and responsibility in the 
British Columbia government, and the 
keenest regret Is expressed by repre- 
sentatives of every class in Southeast 
ICootenay, and the citizens of Cran- 
brook in particular, at the death of the 
founder of the principal city In East 
Kootenay. 

Mr. Baker came to British Columbia 
in 18S4. He first took up land on 
Skookum Chuck, where he lived until 
the summer of 1885. At this time he 
visited Joseph's Prairie and purchased 
from Sir. John Galbralth the ranch 
upon which the city of Cranbrook was 
built. 

In 1SS7 Col. Baker was elected to the 
fifth parliament of British Columbia 
In 1801 he sat in the sixth parliament 
as provincial secretary, minister of 
education and immigration. Again in 
the seventh parliament Col. Baker was 
in the cabinet as provincial secretary, 
minister of mines, education and im- 
migration. In ISI'7 he was elected as 
member for East Kootenay, and was a 
member of the provincial assembly 
until the defeat of the Seinlin govern- 
ment in 189S. 

Col. Baker was a resident of British 
Columbia for over sixteen years, and 
old-timers who knew him In the early 
days of East Kootenay will always 
speak In tho most endearing terms of 
"The Colonel," who was a pioneer of 
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the district, a fine type of the English 
gentleman. 

He had residences at Victoria and at 
Cranbrook. ' Since leaving British Co- 
lumbia, Col. Baker has resided at 
Inglowood, Parkston, England. He was 
a member of a famous family. His 
brothers, Sir Samuel Baker, at one 
time governor of the Soudan, and Gen. 
Valentine Baker Pasha, being among 
Britain's most notable men. 

An Historical Family 

Col. Baker's family gave many 
names to history. His brothers were 
both famous, one as an explorer and 
sportsman, the other as a soldier under 
many flags. His grandfather, Captain 
Valentine Baker, of Bristol, won fame 
by nearly capturing with his privateer 
sloop, the Caesar, a French frigate of 
342 guns, on June 27, 1782. His father 
was a West Indian merchant, possess- 
ing considerable property In Jamaica 
and Mauritius. With his brothers, Sir 
Samuel While Baker, and his younger 
brother, Vanentlne Baker Pasha, were 
tilled with the "spirit of wandering," 
particularly the former. His ardor for 
sport first directed him to Ceylon, 
where he hunted big game, accom- 
panied by his wife, and while there 
became imbued with the Idea of colon- 
izing. 

The late Cel. James Baker accom- 
panied bis brother, Sir Samuel 
Baker, to Ceylon, as did Valentine 
also, and they set about establishing 
an English colony at Newera Ellya, a 
station C00O feet above sea level and 
115 miles distant from Colombo by 
read. Band was purchased from the 
government and a vessel chartered for 
the convoy of the parly of 18 adults, 
who sailed from London in September, 
1848. The dauntless spirit of the 
leaders enabled the settlers to over- 
come initial difficulties, and a some- 
what barren soil was in time rendered 
fertile. The colony has since grown, 
some of tile original settlers and their 
children still remain on what Is now a 
flourishing estate. 

Lieut.-Col. Hon. James Baker was 
a son of the late Samuel Baker, for- 
merly of Lypiat Park, Gloucestershire, 
England, and was born in Eondon, 
England, on January C, 1830 He was 
educated at the Collegiate School, 
Gloucester, by private tutor, ami at 
Cambridge University, achieving his 
B. A. in 18C1 and M. A. In. 1&64. He 
entered the Indian navy in 1S65 and 
was employed in the survey of the 
Arabian coast and the suppression of 
the slave trade. While acting as first 
lieutenant of the schooner Matrls he 
had many exciting adventures incident 
to the suppression of the slave trade 
on the African coast. 

Entered the Army 
Ho subsequently entered the army as 
a cornet in the Royal Horse Guards 
Blue, and served In the Crimea during 
the eastern campaign in the Eighth 
Hussars. Col. Baker was present at 
the battle of Tchernaya and at the 
siege and . fall of Sebastopol, receiving 
medals and clasp. When he returned 
to England from the Crimea he was 
selected to raise and command the 
Cambridge University Volunteers, com- 
posed of members of that university. 

He took an active! part in the organ- 
ization of volunteer brigades in the 
United Kingdom, and was selected as 
a member of the English International 
eight in the rifle shooting competition 
at Wimbledon in 1 SCI, and made the 
highest score in the match. It was In 
lS7f) that he retired from the army, 
with the rank of lieutenant- volonel. 

The late Col. Baker was famed be- 
cause of his proposal of a scheme of 
military education, made while he was 
at Cambridge? University. He pro- 
posed that all officers who entered the 
army should pass through a university 
and take a special military degree 
which was agreed to be established. 
The scheme was warmly espoused by j in Ceylon, 
all the great universities of Great ' rifles, and 



the legislature as representative of 
Kootenay, at the general election. He 
retained his seat at subsequent elec- 
tions, and In 181)2 entered the govern- 
ment of Hon. Mr. Turner as minister 
oC mines, education and Immigration, 
and provincial secretary. In 1S95 ho 
was elected a vice president of the 
Dominion Educational Association. He 
attended the educational conference 
held at Toronto in April, 1S0G, and then 
delivered an address on "Diagnosis of 
Brain Power," which caused much 
favorable comment. He next year was 
the author of another address which 
created much attention, entitled "Evo- 
lution of mind." 

Mrs, Baker, to whom he was married 
in December, 185n, was Sarah Eoulse 
White, daughter uf Captain W. P. 
White, and she was the vice president 
of the Victoria branch of the National 
Council of Women of Canada during 
her residence In Victoria. 

When the army called the late Col, 
Baker from Ceylon his noted brother, 
iSnmuel, afterward Sir Samuel Baker, 
who won fame because of Ins discov- 
ery of the Albert Kyuujsn hike which 
solved the mystery of the Nile, re- 
mained at the Ceylon .colony. His 
brother Valentine and he, though, went 
into tho British army. For nine years 
Sir Samuel Baker remained at the col- 
ony ami did much exploring in t'eylon, 
visiting many unknown trucks inland 
in course of his hunting expeditious, of 
which he laid in Ilia hook, "The ltille 
and Hound in ( 'nylon." Fever from 
exposure affected Ids health so that ho 
returned to England in 1855 In Decem- 
ber of which year his wife died and to 
lighten his trouble ho started to travel 
again, going to Constantinople and the 
east of Europe. He next undertook 
the management of u company con- 
structing a railway line connecting the 
IDnnube and the Black Sen across the 
Dobrudsha. After travels in Asia 
Minor he became more ambitious aml[ 
decided to push into Central Africa 
from Khartoum, making for the high 
ranges from which he believed the. Nil 
to derive its source. He had married 
while traveling in Hungary, Florence, 
daughter of Herr FitlillD von Snas, and 
she accompanied him. 

Crosses tho Atbarn 
Starting from Berber, he crossed Ihe 
Alburn, ami his prowess in hunting 
afterward won him the admiration of 
the Hamran Arabs. His following was 
small, hut a few camels ami carriers. 
He explored tributaries of the Atbara 
including the I'.ulir-el-Snlam ami the 
iAngarcb, and followed the course of 
the Kchnd to its confluence with the 
Blue Nile. He mastered Arabic anil 
acquired the use of astronomical in- 
struments and after considerable ex- 
ploration work, accomplished in four- 
teen months, returned to Khartoum 
where he spent six months preparing 
for groat work. He failed to secure 
government troops as escort, hut un- 
daunted started up the Nile with three 
vessels, 2!) transport animals and a 
party of !)(!, including -15 armed men, 
on December 18th, 1802. He met 
Speka mid Grant and placed his vessels 
at their disposal for their trip down the 
Nile. They informed him of what re- 
mained to he discovered and gave him 
maps, and lie pushed ou to seek to dis- 
cover the source of the Nile. lie at- 
tached himself to slave-dealing cara- 
vans, despite their hostility anil mutiny 
on the part of his own men. The siory 
of his exploration is familiar to all 
readers of the story of Africa. He 
found the big hike, and named it Al- 
bert Nyanza. which win one of his 
most remarkable discoveries, thus com- 
pleting the work of Speak and Grant 
and freeing the source of the Nile from 
mystery. 

The story of Sir Samuel Baker's deal- 
ing with the slave-dealers during his 
governorship at Khartoum, how lie in- 
troduced regular commerce and did 
much to suppress slave dealing, of his 
campaigns and desperate fights against 
ambuscades and savage attacks in the 
struggle with organized slave dealers 
■lighting against the suppression of 
their nefarious industry, is part of the 
story of the Soudan. He wrote of his 
work there in "Ismailiu." published in 
1874 in two volumes. He never lost 
touch with the Soudan, corresponded 
frequently with General Gordon, and 
with considerable foresight as is shown 
by a letter to Col. (Now Lord) Kitch- 
ener, regarded him as the instrument 
most likely to secure a resumption ol 
the Soudan. 

Both Entered Army 
Both Col. Baker ami Baker Pasha 
when they left Ceylon went into the 
army. Baker Pasha entered the army 
us an ensign in the Ceylon

Author of "Turkey in Europe" 
After, his retirement from the army, 
Col. Baker traveled considerably in 
Turkey and wu^ the author of a well 
known work on that country entitled 
"Turkey in Europe." He also wrote 
several works on 1 army organization. 
On his return from Turkey during 
the Russo-Turklsh war of 1878. Col. 
Baker was requested by the Earl of 
Beaconsfleld, then prime minister, to 
make a report on the situation. In 
this report. Col. Baker suggested that 
In the event of war being declared by 
Britain against Russia, a contingency 
■which was then imminent, tlio employ- 
ment of native troops from India, to 
act in conjunction with British troops 
from Salonlca, on the Hank (.1' the 
Russian army befwore Constantinople. 
Lord Beaconsfleld Informed Col. Baker 
that ho bad forwarded his report to 
Her Majesty, and on a subsequent 
occasion Col. Baker was Informed that 
the employment of native troops from 
India in Egypt was the result of his 
previous suggestion. 

Col. Baker came to British Columbia 
in 1884, bringing two of his sons, to 
take up farming and ranching In the 
province, and In 1886 was returned to 
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a during the Kaffir 
paign by his gallantry. He fought also 
at Tchernaya and at the siege and fall 
of Sebastopol. When he was watching 
the Franco-Prussian war he was ar- 
rested on suspicion of being a Germau 
spy, being later released. In 1S7.'! he 
traveled through Khornsun in a vain 
attempt to reach Khiva and returned 
to St. Petersburg in December, and 
published a hook containing much val- 
uable military information entitled 
"Clouds in tlic East."

Although the deceased could not be 
said to have been 11 successful or even 
n clever politician, he was a man of very 
.superior pacts; His military instincts 
and training perhaps prevented him 
from thoroughly adapting himself to 
political ways and methods, especially in 
a new country like this. Col, linker 
belonged to a distinguished family, sev- 
eral members of which will live long in 
history. The deceased was probably bet- 
ter known in England a generation ago 
than lie was at the time of his death 
in British Columbia, Sir Samuel 
Bnker and Baker Pasha are household 
names in the Empire 

Col. Bnker was essentially a gentle- 
man, and bore himself as such in all 
relations with the people, private or 
public. His scholastic acquirements 
were marked, anil his reading covered a 
wide range of topics and authors. He 
himself wrote several bonks, one of 
which, "Turkey in Europe," is of gen- 
eral reputation. Col. Baker, as the head 
of a department, was an excellent official, 
devoting great care and close attention 
to his official duties. In matters of 
public policy lie was inclined to opti- 
mism ami enthusiasm, slightly inclined 
to be over- theoretical. In politics be 
would be classified as "advanced." One 
of bis own pet schemes, the construction 
of a railway through Crow's Xest Pass 
to which ho clung through evil and good 
report, was realized in his own time. He 
made money out of it, but not nearly so 
much as many others would have clone. 
He invested large sums of money in 
Hast Kootcuay and was apparently sat- 
isfied to retire, having recouped himself 
after years of striving. 

J11 private life the deceased had a 
charming manner and was a most en- 
tertaining conversationalist. As a public 
speaker he could have made his mark, 
hud he started out in political life ear- 
lier, lie was not successful in an ex- 
tempore effort, hut with time for prep- 
aration he could deliver a very forcible 
and scholarly speeeii, always academic 
in form. One or two of his speeches in 
the local legislature were really able. 
Altogether wc hnve had few men of a 
finer stamp in British Columbia.

Ifce Vancouver World professes to 
to jpfeaaed with th3 findings of the 
coiQRltflciloner appointed to investigate 
the charges mado by It against the 
larcds r.nd works department. It states 
in lerg-e headlines that it has been 
exonerated. One cannot understand 
by what process of reasoning tho edi- 
tor has arrived at such consoling- con- 
clusions. He made three distinct and 
separate charges, each of which was 
sufficient to have accomplished the 
downfall of the chief commissioner had 
lie been able to establish them. He 
not only made them once, but he re- 
iterated them with all the verbal gar- 
nishlngs which a mind craving for 
prurient gossip could suggest. In his 
evidence before the commissioner the 
editor admitted that Tie accepted type- 
written manuscript supplied from Vic- 
toria, and printed it without making 
any effort to discover whether it was 
true or false. It was enough that it 
tended to besmirch a member of the 
govern meat. 

The conclusion that the commis- 
sioner, after the evidence of the editor 
of the World and all the other wit- 
nesses had been taken, was: 

"After carefully considering all the 
evidence adduced, and 1 have been 
careful to obtain every witness who 
could give any information, I am 
clearly of opinion that none of the 
charges are true, and that the evidence 
given very clearly establishes their 
falsity, and with regard to the whole 
transaction nothing has been done by 
Mr. Green, or any official In the lands 
and works department, in the slightest 
degree worthy of censure." 

It is true that the commissioner in a 
sort of "extra- judicial" way remarked 
that he did not blame the editor of the 
[World for publishing charges the truth 
or falsity of which was not within his 
knowledge when he made them; but 
that is something about which the pub- 
3ic will draw its own conclusions. 
What comfort the World can draw 
from that, In view of the fact that tho 
commissioner declares that "none of 
the charges arc true and that the evt- 
Uence given very clearly establishes 
their falsity," and that "nothing was 
Mono by Mr. Green or any official of 
the lands and works department, in the 
Slightest degree worthy of censure," It 
Is entirely welcome to. Extracting 
sunbeams from cucumbers Is a work of 
[vast utility in comparison. 



JAPANESE IMMIGRANTS. 

Under the treaty of commerce and 
navigation between Great Britain and 
Japan which has just gone into force, 
tho subjects of each of the two con- 
tracting parties shall have full liberty 
to enter, travel or reside in any part of 
the dominions and possessions of the 
other contracting party, and shall enjoy 
full and perfect protection for their per- 
sons and property. There are a great 
many clauses, but the practical effect 
is that Japanese shall enjoy in Canada 
or elsewhere in the British Empire, all 
the rights to which the subjects of any 
civilized nation are entitled to enjoy. 
This means that we shall, in all prob- 
ability, have an influx of Japanese labor- 
ers into this province. There has pre- 
viously been no restriction on their coin- 
ing, so far as the Canadian government 
is concerned, but the Japanese .govern- 
ment itself lias placed restrictions on 
emigration. Tills, we understand, has 
been cancelled or seriously modified. 
There can lie 110 bar to any number of 
Japanese coining in as laborers, mer- 
chants, or as proposed freeholders. The 
provincial legislature may intervene, and 
endeavor to assert its authority as 011 
previous occasions to prevent Japanese 
immigration with, of cc-urse, the inevita- 
ble result of disallowance. It is possi- 
ble that in this way the labor problem 
in the province may be solved, although 
nine out of ten employers of labor 
would probably prefer the Chinese.

Ii has been demon- 
strated that consumption", except in its 
tiiinl stages, is amenable to treatment 
and can be cured. Cancer of some types 
lias been cured, in some instances, but ii 
has been 11 disease regarding which no 
physician could confidently hold out 
hope. In the march of science, how- 
ever, it would appear that cancer lias 
come within the list of curables. .It 
lias been announced by Dr. C. YV. Snie- 
by, Edinburgh, that a cure bus been 
discovered by Ifr. Beard of the same 
city; moreover Hint it is comparatively 
simple and open to the world to lake 
advantage of. The treatment consists 
in the injections of a solution, of a well 
known drug called "trypsin." Wo are 
told that this has the effect of killing the 
cancer germs after only a few weeks, 
when they decompose and are absorbed 
into the blood, sometimes developing 
slight symptoms of blood poisoning. All 
kinds of cancer are subject to tins drug. 
In an article in JlcClure's we are in- 
formed that all physicians arc welcome 
to communicate with Dr. Beard for tin- 
purpose of acquiring full particulars as 
to the methods of application. The ar- 
ticle in question says: 

"Dr. Beard is naturally far too busy 
willi his work for him to assuine the 
labor of publishing his results broad- 
cast. It is by his wish that I am un- 
dertaking this task, from which prac- 
tising members of my profession are 
excluded by that extremely necessary 
and admirable professional etiquette, 
which is so constantly so misunderstood 
and maligned by the public, in whose 
interests it exists and whom it most 
effectually serves If Dr. Beard is right 
In; could well afford to wail for his in- 
evitable reward of, glory. If ho be 
wrong, such an article as this can only 
injure him. lint he prefers to take his 
chance since, whilst lie can afford to 
wait, t lie victim of cancer cannot; and, 
besides, what we call a chance is for 
Dr. Beard a certainty. The event will 
prove. I will refrain from laudation or 
words of triumph and even from what 
would be peculiarly attractive to me — 
a discussion of the manner in which a 
worker in pure science lias been enabled, 
after nearly twenty years, to contribute 
to a practical subject of which lie had 
110 thought in starting, and the connec- 
tion of which willi his own work it lias 
remained for that work itself to eluci- 
date. If, as I believe, there is a moral 
here, it must be pointed out in due 
course. Meanwhile, I submit to the civ- 
ilized world generally, the proposition 
that the "trypsin'' or pancreatic treat- 
ment of cancer is worthy of immediate 
trial in the behalf of the many persons 
to whom il alone offers a possible chance 
of escape from an otherwise inexorable 
fate.": 1

THE DEATH OF COL. BAKER. 



The up-country papers bring the news 
of Col. Baker's death at Pnrkston, Dor- 
setshire, England, The intelligence was 
received by his son, Harold Baker, 
While at a meeting of tin- Cranbrook 
council the other evening. He had been 
suffering from an attack of pneumonia 
from which it is understood he bad al- 
most completely recovered, so that it 
mny he assumed that lie succumbed from 
heart failure. 

The deceased was, for 
known figure in British Columbia, both 
In social and political circles, His 
career In this province ended in 1808 or 
181)9, after i lie retlremont of tho Turner 
administration, ami after tiie negotia- 
tions in connection witli Crow's N'esl, 
Pass railway had been concluded. Leav- 
ing the business of the Cranbrook town- 
site in tho hands of his son, iie returned 
to England and since that time lie has 
lived in quiet retirement. The news 
of his death is practically the only word 
that bus been received concerning him 



Xew Zealand will try another experi- 
ment. It is going to encourage thrift 
by means of legislation, the object 
being to provide a competency for 
every man during his declining years. 
That country already has a system of 
old age pensions, but that does not seem 
to be rjuite satisfactory, as the later 
scheme is proposed to do away with the 
other. Under the new scheme, it is pro- 
posed that the people shall be encour- 
aged to make deposits in the post office 
to a fund, out of which annuities shall 
lie paid. The government will supple- 
ment the deposits by liberal grants, 
varying with the condition of the deposi- 
tor. The supplementary grams will be 
larger to a married man than to a single, 
and larger to one with children than to 
a married nian with none, and, further, 
il will lie increased in proportion to the 
number of children. The premier pro- 
poses also to assist the friendly societies 
in doing a similar work, and if the con- 
tributor to the fund is a member of (i 
friendly society the grant will be larger 
than if lie is not. 

This is so entirely new and unheard 
of in connection with government ad- 
ministration of a country that it is dif- 
ficult to express an opinion in regard to 
il. The object, we all agree, is a good 

one. Whether the means to achieve it is 
a sound one is quite another matter. A 
great deal depends upon (lie details of 
the measure proposed to lie submitted. 
It Is probably not intended (bat people 
of means should have their deposits sup- 
wcll plemented, but there would seem to be 
practical difficulties in discriminating be- 
tween men who require aid and those 
who do not. Such an act would require 
to lie hedged about by so many protect- 
ing clauses as to become cumbersome, 
and possibly unworkable. However, it 
is scarcely worth while speculating upon 
the subject until the bill is before the 
public.

GAME IN BRITISH COLUMBIA. 

Sir— In Sunday's issue of the Colonist 
an unsigned article appeared under tne 
heading, "Dig (lame lis all Asset to Brit- 
ish Columbia. " 

Tho article being unsigned, I have, or 
course, no means of knowing who the 
wrlter-ls, or for what portion of the com- 
munity he wishes to be taken it* the 
mouthpiece. lie uses the first person 
plural hi one Instance, as If In- were 
speaking with the authority and consent 
<>r some particular body of people. "We 
deny the accuracy of nil these statements, 
he says, as If lie were backed up by every 
man In British Columbia who curried 11 
gun. 

However, there is one pari of the aTtlelo 
on which I should like to he allowed to 
say 11 few words, nod Unit is on the ques- 
tion of a license. 

A'our correspondent unhesitatingly eon- 
denniii the putting on of a license, and 
talks of tin- hardships which il would 
cause to settlers, prospectors, etc. 1 liuve 
heard the license question discussed many 
fillies, and by ninny people, and I have 
never yet heard it seriously suggested that 
It should apply to bona lide settlers (runcll- 
ers, farmers, etc.) or to prospectors. 

Further 011 your correspondent remarks: 
"If our game laws be but rigidly en- 
forced, us they will be if our present 
game warden Is adequately supported, 
etc., and again, "Our deer Is out lies! 
musketry Instructor, and If we only In- 
sist upon no sale of game and no sale of 
game trophies, wc shall have enough game 
for all for tunny generations to come. 

Quite so, but will your correspondent 
kindly Inform us how we arc to enforce 
our game laws unless we have game war- 
dens to see that the laws are kept'/ We 
cannot have game wardens unless we arc 
prepared to pay for tlieiu. Now, it .seems 
to me a reasonable proposition that the 
people who hunt tho game not from actual 
necessity, but simply from the pleasure 
and love of hunting, should pay for the 
protection of the game. And a very large 
number, at all events, of the men who 
bunt are perfectly willing to pay a license, 
the proceeds of which would go towards 
paying game wardens. In lliol in the oily 
of Vancouver there were 0;(o signatures at- 
tached io a petition asking the government 
for a two-dollar license. In Victoria last 
year, at a Joint meeting of • the Capital 
Gun club, the Victoria Gull club, 11111I the 
Vancouver Island Fish and Game club, nt 
which over seventy sportsmen were pres- 
ent, a unanimous resolution was passed, 
asking for a three-dollar license. These 
men realize that with the Increasing num- 
ber of men who shoot, the game should 
receive more protection, and they are will- 
ing to pay In order (hat they may continue 
to enjoy their sport. 

.The writer of the article referred to 
asks how are we going to collect these 
licenses. In just the same way In which 
they are collected . in seventeen of the 
states to the south of us, ICvery man who 
shouts Is required, to carry his license, 
and produce it when required, and a heavy 
penalty Is imposed should lie not be able 
to produce it. it Is an easy matter for 
a game warden to visit the different cen- 
tres where sportsmen congregate, anil see 
that each man lias la-en supplied _ with a 
license, and any evasion should lie Im- 
mediately punished with a severe line, as 
a warning to others to rcspeet the law 
and so "save further expense." 

It would not take such u largo number 
of wardens as might be supposed to en- 
force tho license; n few energetic men of 
the stamp of our provincial game warden 
would very soon have a wonderful effect. 
Take the state of Illinois for example: 
r.asl year tills state provided ten salaried 
wardens, and after paying nil the expenses 
of the warden service had n balance of 
about $100,000 In the game protection fund. 
Illinois imposes a $15 non-resident license 
and a $1 resident license. 

Your correspondent says, "Stop the sale 
of game as Hie States have done." Well, 
we have done so la the case of feathered 
game, with the exception of wild fowl; 
now let US do "as the States have done," 
and. I > 11 1 on a resident license.

IN A OILEMM 



Finding Difficulties and Dangers 
Arising in Unexpected 
Quarters. 

CLASH WITH LORDS OF ADMIRALTY 



Fresh Impetus May Be Given to 
Piling Up of the War 
Burdens. 



London, July 21. — The government is 
finding difficulty and danger arising in an 
unexpected quarter. It is rumored that 
t'.ie most powerful members of the cabi- 
net are in favor of calling u halt in the 

xtravagant expenditure on naval arma- 
ments, while the Lords of Admiralty are 
insisting on keeping it going. The dread 

f many ministerialists is that if the Ad- 
miralty with the authority of experts 
tarry their policy and big battle ships 
be ordered, all Europe will be cursed 
with a fresh impetus given to the pil- 
ing up of the war burdens of the peo- 
ple in times of peace and Liberalism, 
wlio.se chief end is retrenchment and 
peace, will have received a deadly blow. 
Liberals are divided ill opinion, some— 
perhaps the majority think England, 
with her three power navy should have 
t'ie moral courage to lead in the all im- 
portant policy of checking the growth of 
armament. Others iire afraid they would 
be accused of anti-Imperialism. If the 
{government gives way and agrees to 
frive nrmament a fresh start, there is 
little doubt that a great body of public 
opinion will resent it and withdraw its 
support from the Liberal ministry and 
this would lead perhaps to an . early 
break up. The next week will be a time 
of acute anxiety amongst the party. 

One of the most interesting debates 
of this session was that on the Indian 
budget last night and one of the most 
fascinating speeches ever delivered in 
the House of Commons on Indian affairs 
was that of Mr. John Morleys — and yet 
for all its stupendous gravity and impor- 
tance to the Empire, the number of Tory 
members present when Mr. Morley arose 
hardly exceeded half a dozen. The rest 
of the house except the Irish quarter, 
was crowded. India, .Mr. Morley re- 
minded Imperialists, 'holds one of the 
three of four master keys of the strength 
of Great Britain. A false step in In- 
dia, like that made six years ago in 
South Africa would land us in confusion 
far more disastrous, lie gave encour- 
aging figures of social and industrial 
progress in India of the reduction of 
taxation and the success of staterail- 
ways, and irrigation and he referred to 
India's dependence on a free trade sys- 
tem. If the market of her foodstuff was 
not ample, India could not live. Of her 
exports of lO'i millions hist year the 
United Kingdom took only one-fourth. 
If India were asked to adopt protec- 
tlon and give us a preference, it would 
mean that she would be asked to dis- 
criminate against three-fourths .if her

customers to satisfy one-fourth. In 
Germany for example, India sold to the 
value of £10,(KIO,000 a year and bought 
from Germany to the extent of only £2,- 
500,000. This it would appear India has 
nothing to gain and everything to lose 
by tariffs, which would operate against 
her foreign trade. Mr. Morley refer; 
1 ing to military expenditure in India, 
said it had advanced from 15 millions 
in 1800 to IS millions in 1006. "With 
improvements in the army equipment, 
further iuereased would hardly be nec- 
essary as the policy is to regard the 
army in India more as a police force — 
since there was no serious menace pos- 
sible on her frontiers. 

Last night at the Eighty club, Sir 
Sandford Fleming and Mr, Bolconrt ex- 
speaker of the Dominion parliament 
were the principal guests at dinner and 
amongst the company of young Liberals 
were many M. P.'s including Mr. HoUi- 
nr Greenwood. Mr. Colin Campbell, the 
attorney general of Manitoba was also 
present. Sir Sandford Fleming and Mr. 
Belcourt were cordially received and 
listened to with keen appreciation when 
they spoke of the proposals for an im- 
perial intelligence service. This idea is 
catching on and among Liberal politi 
dans, as well us among Tories, there 
is a strong desire to see some organ- 
ization on the lines which Sir Sandford 
Fleming Is advocating. 

The latest means of spreading infor- 
mation about the Umpire and interest- 
ing British citizens In the colonies is the 
employment of the cinematograph to 
show animated features of scenes in 
Australia, New Zealand, South Africa 
and Canada and the Fast Indies. Ah 
enterprising company has begun at the 
Atlantic music hall and will carry the 
colonial cinematograph pictures all over 
t lie country. It is an excel lone idea 
which should be worked to great ad- 
vantage in bringing us nearer the distant 
colonies. 

Within the past week — for the first 
time in modern English history the hun- 
gry unemployed who nre ever crying 
"The hind and the people," have at last 
seized unoccupied lands and large gangs 
of laborers have squatted on them and 
set up a camp in defiance of the owners. 
In Hulllie near Manchester, a clergy- 
man's- land has been occupied and in 
Plaistow, Fast London, a gang has taken 
some three acres belonging to the lior- 
ougll council. It is, of course, ridiculous, 
but it is one of those absurd movements 
which is sure to bring about a general 
agitation for the compulsory cultivation 
of all waste and unoccupied land. 

London at this season is crowded with 
visitors and as is usual in July, the 
streets present an appearance of won- 
derful animation and interest. This 
year, however, there is nn element of 
terror in the roaring traffic which wns 
not so before. The motor car, and 
motor bus have descended upon the city, 
and instead of the genial red faced 
coachman steering his bus or his cab 
with happy deliberation. Wo have the 
grimy chauffeur, like a demon tooting 
and hissing ami roaring through the 
streets and not alone in the streets and 
squares, which are quiet and secluded 
no longer. As a result West End 
residents are In arms against the in- 
vading enemy, and the pedestrian, 
usually so cool in London, is beginning 
to protest against the dangerous reck- 
lessness of the new means of locomo- 
tion. During the last two months there 
has been no less than 2,000 accidents 
and thirteen deaths arising from motor 
traffic. Resentment an,d anger on tho 
part of the citizens adds to the cause 
of accidents. But the chief cause Is 
the haste of the new inexperienced 
bus drivers and conductors to make 
the journey, because under a new sys- 
tem of wages, the more journeys they 
can accomplish the more money they 
make. There is a strong feeling that 
the whoie service should be taken over 
and controlled by the L. C. C. 

Colonials Fri< London are naturally 
disappointed that the King should be 
compelled to abandon the idea of visit- 
ing Canada. It was not confidently ex- 
peeled that he could see his way, for 
of course a visit to Canada, although 
it might be practicable in itself, would 
Involve a visit to Australia and New 
Zealand and India at some other time, 
and a journey to the most distant parts 
of the Empire would mean months of 
absence from the seat of government — 
i a contingency which existing arrange- 
I ments have never contemplated. The 
I rule that the Sovereign must be within 
reach of bis ministers had its' origin 
when Britain had no great kingdoms 
beyond the seas, and when the Sover- 
I elgn bad a far greater measure of per- 
sonal authority and responsibility than 
he has now. The claims of citizens in 
the far distant parts of the Empire to 
see the head of their Imperial Govern- 
ment are the same as those of English- 
men. A visit to Greater Britain once in 
a decade ought perhaps to be regard- 
ed as a necessary part of the King's 
duty, It is well known that this would 
be bis Majesty's own wish, and in these 
days when the golden link of the crown 
means so much, the King's advisers 
should consider whether the formal 
duties which tie him so much to these 
Islands might not for a few months 
now and again be delegated to the 
Prince of Wales. The abandonment of 
the Canadian trip may force the con- 
sideration of tho question when the 
colonial premiers are In London next 

On Thursday. .Inly 20th, Mr. John I 
Burns, President of the Local Govern- 
ment Board, made his long-expected ' 
statement on tho working of last year's 
Unemployed Act. it appears that as- - 
slstance was rendered to some 35, 000 
men, mostly over middle age and un- 
skilled in any trade. They had £170,- 
000 from the distress committee and 
the municipal council in London and I 
the provinces. The hulk of till:; money [ 
helped to relieve starving people but; 
did not at all assist in any permanent 
Inprovement. Municipal councils made 
jobs for the men, employing gangs In I 
street cleaning, which is better done | 
by machines. Mr. Burns' experience 
does not lead him to rely much on 
farm colonies. It is significant that be 
regards the money spent on emigration | 
as the only money that lias done per- 
manent good. He promises organiza- 
tion that will differentiate the artisan 
who Is temporarily out of work for the 
idler, nnd also to Improve dwellings of 
agricultural laborers, and until the poor 
law commission publishes its report, 
/when legislation may follow — there 
will be an exchequer grant, of £200,000 
to enable the Unemployed Act to lie 
worked in the coming winter. I\l r. 
Burns said truly that there Is no single 
remedy for unemployed; the remedies, 
are many and varied. Most 'of all, 
England needs to educate the boys be- 
yond the age of 14, when so many of 
them leave school ami learning no 
trade, become casual laborers and swell 
the ranks of the unemployed. 

John Burns, the, the dockerH' tribune 
In the days of the great dock strike, 
has not forgotten the men for whose 
sake he led a big demonstration which 
led to his trial at the Old Bailey. Now 
that he is President of tho Local Gov- 
ernment Board, he is to arrange with 
the directors of the Thames docks to 
reform tli" casual labor system which 
Is. responsible for so much unemploy- 
ment; The most important of his 



schemes is the laborers' dwelling bill, 
which it is expected will involve the 
spending of millions of money In build- 
ing cottages for the rural laborers, 
whose condition In many of our vil- 
lages Is a disgrace to the country. 
Thus by a single operation, employ- 
ment for workers will be found, and 
the cause removed whereby so many 
villagers are driven to aeelt homes In 
the towns and so add to the poverty 
of the congested areas. Mr. Burns' 
success of late lias provoked some jeal- 
ousy amongst his old friends. But his 
speech on Thursday disarmed criticism 
and appealed to all classes by Its power 
and sincerity. Mr. Burns proved him- 
self master of his facts, and tho style 
of his speech was impressive, Its only 
fault being a florid and rather high 
falutln vocabulary, which the House 
tolerates in a self-made orator. 
' There is every prospect of the 
IKranco-British exhibition which it is 
proposed should be hold in London in 
dOOS, being a big success. An influen- 
tial committee with the Duke of Ar 
gyll at. its head, are arranging lnl ' * x ' 
tensive grounds some throe miles out 
'past Hyde Park, and easily reached 
'by motor bus and electric railway. 
The Colonies, it |g hoped, will Uphold 
the credit of the empire at this inter- 
national show. French-Canada should 
be a prominent feature. Tho Belgians 
and Germans will be conspicuous, and 
1t will no doubt be well supported by 
visitors of every nationality In Europe. 
The colonics which are bidding for 
European colonists will have a rare op- 
portunity of advertisement. The 
IFrencli section will probably be the 
most important, for. British manufac- 
turers are accustomed to place little 
value on such means of promoting in- 
ternational trade. However, the new 
spirit of the entente cordiale may stim- 
ulate them - as it is sure to do our 
(French neighbors. 

' Today the popularity -if Mr. Cham- 
berlain is evidenced by the great 
throng that is gathering at St- Margar- 
et's Church, close to the Houses of 
'Parliament and the Abbey, to witness 
the wedding of Mr. Austen Chamber- 
lain. Amongst the guests were Mr.

and Mrs. Dundns, th,e bride's parents. 

Mr. Alfred Beit, the South African 
millionaire, after his remarkable career 
in the exciting world of mining fin- 
ances, rests at last in an obscure Eng- 
lish country churchyard "where the 
rude forefathers of the hamlet sleep." 
On Thursday the villagers of Wilwyn, 
in Hertfordshire, stood by the grave 
wondering at the alien crowd of mourn- 
ers, most of them Hand magnates. Tho 
IDuke of Ahercorn was there as chair- 
man of tho South African company, and 
Sir. W. T. Stead as the friend of Cecil 
lUhodes, whose partner Beit was, and 
University professors from' Oxford 
were there — for the .. dead millionaire 
had endowed n chair of Colonial history 
at the University. The most Interest- 
ing figure . of all was a very old and 
frail woman who had come from Ilam- 
Iburg to- see the last of her sou. A far- 
mer's wagon followed the simple 
henrse, bearing the heap of floral 
wreaths, among which was one from 
Jules Forges, in whose ofllces at Kini- 
berley the youthful bank clerk from 
Hamburg begun his career many years 
ago. The burial service was conducted 
by the village rector, and five choir 
iboys from St. Peter's, Eaton Square, 
xendored the musical part of the ser- 
vice, which was very brief and simple, 
and included two hymns and Tenny- 
f<on's "Crossing the Bar." 

The will of Mr. Beit, published to- 
day, is characteristic of the man who 
Wiis not gifted with his friend, Cecil 
[Rhodes', imagination, but who was in 
all things intensely matter-of-fact. Out 
of his fortune, which is variously esti- 
mated at from 10 to 20 millions sterl- 
ing, he bequeathes £1,200,000 for rail- 
way telegraph development between 
the Cape and Cairo, £200,000 to Rho- 
desia, $200,000 to Johannesburg, $25,- 
000 to the Rhodes university, £50,000 
to College of Technology, London, 
£40,000 to London hospitals, £10,000 
to the Union Jack club, and other large 
.bequests. The Saturday Review com- 
ments on the irony of the fact that a 
modest and amiable gentleman like Mr. 
Beit should hnve been one of tho prime 
causes of the South African war tra- 
gedy. Without his financial co-opera- 
tion Rhodes would not have inspired 
the Jameson raid, and without the raid, 
its sequel, the South African war, 
would never have been. Without 
III bodes to whisper sonorous words of 
conquest, Beit dwindled to the success- 
ful share, dealer. As it was he proved 
to be, all unconsciously, one of til 9 class 
of men win. move the world.

■British bark Curzon, which arrived 
yesterday -15 days from \ alparmso in 
.ballast, was in collision with the lum- 
ber laden schooner King Cyrus, from 
the Sound for San Francisco, aboiu % M 
miles southwest of Cape b'lattery, on 
tSunduy morning at lu o'clock during 
thick fog, and both vessels sutfered 
considerable damage. The rung 
[Cyrus was running before the wind, 
.while the Curzon, inbound, was lacking 
to reach the entrance ot cue Straits, 
Tl'he fog curtain was very thick - , and 
nothing was seen of the King Cyrus 
from the bark until three b.asis of a 
horn were .heard from out of ihe 
smother, and ihen ihe grey silhouette 
of the approaching schooner was t.een 
ou the starboard bow. The Curzoii 
was swung to porl in an effort to avoid 
collision, bill it was too late. Within 
a. few seconds after the crews of the 
vessels sighted each other, the craft col- 
lided heavily, and were held last to- 
gether for two hours before the wreck- 
age was cleared and their bows were 
swung apart. 

On board the Curzon they heard a 
voice from the King Cyrus just betore 
the collision, shouting: "I'm iiot steer- 
ing!*' The Curzon was making only 
about two knots an hour, ihe other 
vessel being before the wind. Capt. 
J-obanson put his helm hard over and 
tried to go to port, bringing the ves- 
sels port to port in the eit'ort to uvo.d 
striking, but they hit. 

The Curzon arrived with her bow 
damaged, her bowsprit carried away 
and headgear gone. The King Cyrus 
was also damaged about ihe bow, her 
foremast was carried away, bowsprit 
•and jibboom wen: gone, ud Hie head- 
gear generally damaged. 

When the tug Kichard Holyoke 
picked up the Curzon on Sunday ihe 
tugboat master said to the ( . urzon's 
skipper: "You've been in collision'.''' 

"Yes," .said the bark's master; "we 
liit a whale!" 

i "It was sure a high one; must have 
had a hurricane deck." said ilie tug- 
boat man, and he got his hawser on 
board and started up the Straits. 

The. Curzon will load lumber at Che- 
mainus.

CONCERNING THE 

SALMON TRAPS 



Report of Vancouver Paper That 
Traps Were Not Paying 
Is Denied. 



The Vancouver Province in ignorance 
of existing conditions, says owners of 
the salmon traps on Vancouver Island 
are discouraged. The Province says: 
"The lish traps Installed on the Van- 
couver Island shore of the Strait of 
Juan de Fuca by Vancouver and Vic- 
toria salmon-packing interests have so 
far this season failed to realize what 
was expected of them; in fact ill is de- 
clared by some packers that unless re- 
sults are better before the end of the 
season (here will be absolute loss on 
many of the traps. 

•'There are twenty-three traps in 
operation Ibis season along the Van- 
couver Island coastline, and at a con- 
servtive estimate of $8000 expendi- 
ture on each there is represented a 
total investment of $184,000. It is de- 
clared if anything this amount is too 
low an estimate. 

" 'Ko, I must siiy (hat results from 
the Imps nre not what we anticipated 
and I am in •) position to know because 
I am interested in them,' remarked a 
salmon canner today. "The installa- 
tion of tln> traps en the Strait was an 
experiment. It seems to me from ol>~ 
servtions of this year's runs of tish 
that the salmon have 110 inducement 
In hug the Canadian shore in running 
in from sea on their way to the fresh 
water of the Praser River. There is 
no fresh water along the shoreline of 
tlie Strait, and consequently 110 at- 
traction for the tish. They puss down 
the middle of the Strait, and do not 
break their rush until they reach the 
American islands. There they bre»k 
up, some heading for the Eraser rivet- 
by one passage and others taking oilier 
routes. The America 11 islands are 
dotted with traps, and their catches are 
good. 

"If the salmon would run along the 
.Canadian shore of the strait we would 
get them. Occasionally the strong set 
of the tide or wind will carry lite sal- 
mon inshore and the traps will get 
them, hut this has not occurred fre- 
quently this year. 

" 'What will be the result of Ihe par- 
tial failure of die traps? Well, unless 
more lish are caught than has been the 
case up .to-date, people will hi' dis- 
couraged and will not erect any more 
traps. Understand, traps have to he 
practically rebuilt every year, and the 
cost runs from $8000 10 $10,000. This 
season the returns have not justified 
the expenditure.'," 

A gentleman, employed in Ihe sal- 
mon fishing business at the traps on 
the Vancouver Island coast, who is .1 
recognized expert in this business, was 
told yesterday of the publication of the 
above report. 

"That's absurd,'" he said. 

"Have the traps proved discourag- 
ing?" was asked. 

"They proved quite the reverse last 
season, this season they have not yet 
had opportunity to prove anything, 't he 
run has not yet commenced ihouch 
numbers of lish have been taken in ex- 
cess of the number secured at this time 
hist year, especially on the Krnser.

The resolu- 
tion brought forward by Mr. Dfumnioud, 
of the Montreal board of trade, lu favor of 
preferential treatment of .British goods, on 
a reciprocal basis, throughout the Umpire, 
was carried after a discussion extending 
over two days by a substantial majority. 
More than, a hundred delegates voted for 
the resolution, and only forty-one against 
it. The result becomes even more signifi- 
cant .when we read the debate. Though 
drafted by Ihe Canadian delegates and 
urged with more particular Insistence, nat- 
urally enough, In view of the Interests of 
the Dominion, the resolution was cordially 
backed up by other colonies, an well as 
by some of tin.' leading chambers ot com- 
merce in the United Kingdom. Nor must 
It he forgotten that some delegates, like 
Sir .Samuel Boultou, who spoke for the 
London chamber, abstain from voting, not 
because they are opposed In tariff reform, 
but because the associations with which 
they are conuecte dare us yet undecided. 
The president of the Sydney chamber of 
commerce explained that public opinion 
in New South Wales Is still divided; but 
If the colonists there arc uncertain about 
colonial preference It is only owing to the 
apprehension that, a premature declaration 
might be disagreeable to the Mother 
Country. The arguments advanced by a 
New Zealand delegate might have been 
strengthened by Hi- fact mentioned In .1 
telegram from our L'hrlsteliurcb corre- 
spondent, ibat since lie- passing .if the 
Preferential Trade Art of 10O3 the col- 
ony's exports to British ports have In- 
creased lu value: by £1>0,CKXI, while its ex- 
ports to countries outside the Km pi re have 
fallen off by £10,000.
